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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Examiner would like to note that the present application has been 
reassigned to a new Examiner. 

2. In the interest of expedited prosecution, the Examiner would like to recommend 
conducting an interview prior to filing a response to the present Office action. Since this 
application appears to be related to several other pending cases, the Examiner feels 
that an interview would help foster a mutual understanding of the respective positions of 
Applicant and the Examiner, and assist in the identification of allowable subject matter 
and/or issues for appeal. If Applicant agrees that an interview would be beneficial, 
he/she is encouraged to contact the Examiner to schedule one. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 68-70, drawn to a computer readable medium comprising code for 
pushing a data item to a mobile device based on a set of filtering rules 
configured by a user via a web page interface, classified in class 709, 
subclass 220. 

II. Claims 71-106, drawn to a system for redirecting data items, addressed to 
a first address and received at a messaging host, to a wireless network 
after packaging the data items in an envelope having a second address, 
classified in class 709, subclass 246. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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4. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
establishing filtering rules for pushing data items in a system that does not package the 
data items into envelopes with new addressing information. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. 

5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 
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(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.
